world  aflame.  All  very  true.  But 
these  horror*  would  be  due,  not  to 
the  war,  but  to  tbe  conditiona  which 
made  war  a  neceeaity.  And  it  can  be 
nUU-d  with  perfect  calmneea  and  da 
liberation  that  our  puailiou  in  the 
■nutter  ia  now  perfectly  justifiable  aad 
must  be  maintained.  Tliia  country 
alone  stand*  up  and  refuses  toper 
mit  a  capitalistic  exploitation  which 
iij  all  other  lands,  and  in  our  own  for 
i  bat  matter,  is  mailing  civilization  a 
bitter  mockery. 

Suppose  there  cornea  a  war.  We 
will  not  be  lighting  the  people  of 
Eng'and.  We  will  be  lighting  the 
financiers  of  Britain,  who  are  endea¬ 
voring  to  spread  to  new  regions  the 
horrors  of  the  system  under  which 
they  thrive.  Tho  real  people  of  Eng- 
ltixl  do  uot  cure  s  fig  for  boundary 
lines.  Nine  tenths  of  them  never 
h  ard  of  Schomburgk  until  now,  and 
all  of  them  do  not  think  hi*  work  is
